A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent.

Claims 1-5, 8 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Herrmann et al. 

Herrmann et al, "A Novel Class of Ruthenium Catalysts for Olefin Metathesis", disclose 
ruthenium catalysts containing alkylidene as well as N-heterocyclic carbene moieties which are 
efficient catalysts in ROMP of cyclic olefins, and in RCM of dienes. The catalysts of Herrmann 
et al corresponded to the instantly claimed catalysts. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Herrmann 

et al. 

Herrmann et al, "A Novel Class of Ruthenium Catalysts for Olefin Metathesis", is relied 
on as cited above, but differs from the instant claims in not teaching that the catalyst is linked to 
a solid support. However, it is extremely well known in the art to attach a catalyst to a solid 
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support. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to attach the catalyst of Herrmann et al to a solid support. 
Claims 9-21 are allowed. 

Claims 23-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
